While the holiday season is a 
festive time of year, it also is a 
time when and fire deaths 
increase: In fact, December is 
among the three leading 
months for home fires and 
home-fire deaths in the U.S. 
On average, our státistics show 
us, more than one-third of the 
country's home-fire deaths 
occur in December, January 
and February. 

Sadly, says the National Fire 
Protection Association, one of 
the main culprits is the Christ- 
mas tree. Christmas trees 
cause hundreds of fires every 
year, the NFPA says, partly 
because their stands tip over; 

` or, the trees catch fire from 

“nearby candles and other heat 
sources; or, they dry out, from 
insufficient watering. 

Floridians reported 2 
Christmas tree fires to the 
State Fire Marshal's Office in 
1996. Fortunately, no deaths 
occurred during these fires, 
but three people suffered 
injuries. From 1983-1996, such 
fires caused 28 injuries and 11 


deaths among civilians, and 
eight injuries among fire ser- 
vice personnel. i 

Holiday season home. fires 
are most commonly caused by 
inadequate chimney cleaning; 
placing things that can burn - 
such as the Christmas tree - 
too close to space and portable 
heaters; and, flaws in the 
design, use or installation of 
heating equipment. 

The good news is that most 
of these fires are preventable. 
It's simply a matter of taking a 
few steps necessary to avoid 
them. Here is information on 
what to be aware of, along with 
some safety tips for a safe holi- 
day season: 

* Have your heating system 
inspected and cleaned, if neces- 
sary, by a trained professional 
before you start using it this 
season, 

* Keep space and portable 
heaters at least three feet 
away from anything that can 
bura. N 

* Place your tree well away 
from candles, heat sources and 
exits. And if you're buying a 
tree, choose a fresh one, and 
remember to water it daily.

*Test your smoke detectors 
regularly and study the manu- 


facturer's directions. 

* Make sure you: don't exceed 
the UL-approved voltage or 
wattage figure stamped-on 
electrical equipment, for your 
indoor or outdoor holiday dis- 
play, 

* Check unplugged light 
strings for damaged bulbs or 
sockets. In particular, look for 
any cracks or breaks in the 
sockets, bulbs and filaments, 
and discard any bróken items. 
Carefully inspect your light 
strings, while unplugged, for 
frayed wires. Discard any 
worn-out strings. 

* Inspect chimneys regularly 
and make necessary repairs. 


* Always, keep the damper open 


when using your fireplace. 
Cover the entire opening of the 
fireplace with a screen. Dis- 
pose of ashes in a tightly- 
sealed metal container. Make 
sure the fire is completely out 
before leaving the house or 
going to bed. 

* Plan household escape 
routes, and practice with a fire 
drill 


Florida sexuality education 
programs are falling short.

Sexuality education programs in Florida’s 
public high schools fall short in teaching.stu- 
dents what they need to know to stem the high 
rates of teenage 1 and disease, a new 
University of Florida stuff finds. ` 

"The good news is that teachers surveyed-like 
teaching sexuality education and are emphasiz- 
ing abstinence," said Michele Johnson Moore, 
who did the research for her doctora] disserta- 
tion in- health and human performance at UF. 


"The bad news is, they don't spend much time - 


on; or cover in much detail, some of the otlier 
methods of prevention, such as birth control and 
condoms, or have students practice skills neces- 


‘sary to make. healthy, responsible decisions 


about their sexuality." X 

Usíng both the state's sexuality guidelines 
and those put forth by national sexuality profes- 
sionals, Moore surveyed 261 teachers in 65 of 
Florida's 67 school districts in 1996 to deter- 
mine the scope and nature of these programs in 
the public high schools. ‘The state has required 
human sexuality education since 1990. 

In general, the focus in the classroom is on 
the negative consequences of sexuality, not pro- 
moting a healthy perspective on human sexuali- 


` ty, Moore said. Studies show that teen-agers 


with negative feelings about their sexuality are 
less likely:to protect themselves against preg- 
nancy and séxually transmitted diseases, she 


also 


in life skills, yet research shows that learning to 
negotiate, be assertive, make decisions and clar- 
ify values help students avoid unprotected and 
unwanted sexual activity, Moore said. School- 
based programs have been found to go beyond 
increasing knowledge to actually delaying iriter- 
course, she said. ` 

While nearly all teachers surveyed (94 per- 
cent) said they felt it was the appropriate role of 
the school to teach sexuality education, lack of 
time in the curriculum appeared to be a prob- 
lem in adequately. covering the subject, Moore 
said. : 
In addition, the average two hours of training 
per year teachers.receíved probably is not 
enough to keep abreast of changing information, 
teaching techniques and skills-building activi- 
ties, Moore said. There seems to be a lack 
of sufficient materials, &s more than half the 
teachers reported creating somie or all of their 
materials for class, she said. E j 

(This study is one of only a-handful that 
investigate how sexuality education is really 
implemented," said Barbara Rienzo, a UF 
healtli education professor who supervised 
Moore's research. "Unfortunately, it shows that 
it ís being carried out in lesa than an ideal man- 
ner. Many people, including our legislators, sup- 
port sexuality education in our state, because 
they really want to do something to reduce teen 
pregnancy and sexually transmitted diseases, 
but.teachers lack sufficient time, resources and 
training to adequately address the problem."

The study found that slightly less than two- 
thirds of teachers (64 percent) included birth 
control in their curriculum, but some of the 
methods addressed were not necessarily the 


most appropriate. 


Less than half of teachers described or 
showed proper use of a condom, for example, or 
addressed student concerns about condom use, 
possibly because of political reasons or personal 


discomfort with the topic. 


On average, only about half the available 
birth contaol methods were reviewed, and some 
of the methods addressed were the least practi- 


cal, Moore said. 


"More teachers taught about the intrauterine 
device, which is nct appropriate for adolescents, 


than the newer technologies of Norplant 
implants and Depo-Provera injections, which ~ 
are more desirable for teens because of their 
high effectiveness rates,” she said. “And only ^ 


haif discussed how to communicate with a part- 


ner about birth control, which is so important in 
avoiding sexually transmitted diseases, AIDS 
and unwanted pregnancies.” 

Research shows that more than half (53 per- 


cent) of all high school students have had sexu- 


al intercourse, with the average first time hap- > 
pening at just under age 15, Moore said. U.S. 
teen-agers have the highest rate of sexually 


transmitted disease among any age group and 


one of the highest pregnancy rates among West- 
ern industrialized countries, she said.

requiring all farms in the EAA 
to adopt Best Management 
Practices (BMPs) on their 
farms in order to achieve a 
25% reduction in phosphorus. 

Phosphorus concentration 
limits for the-Loxahatchee 
National Wildlife Refuge and 
Everglades National Park. 

The construction of 35,000 
acres of Stormwater Treat- 
ment Areas (STAs) to remove 
phosphorus from EAA runoff. 

While this settlement agree- 
ment provided a strong foun- 
dation for treating phosphorus 
in EAA stormwater, it did not 
address the hydropattern 
problems associated with the 
Everglades, nor did the settle- 
ment include any provisions 
for funding the construction of 
the STAs. By utilizing the 
SWIM process as the vehicle to 
implement the program, the 
settlement also shifted the liti- 
gation veriue out of the federal 
court and into the state 
administrative hearing process 
(SWIM plans are subject to 
challenge under the 
Administrative Procedures 
Act.) 

New legislation, mediation 

In addition to the lawsuit, 
other efforts were underway 
that focused Florida's atten- 
tion on the Everglades. In 


1989, the Florida legislature 


Society and 


adopted a local bill establish- 
ing the Everglades Agricultur- 
al Area Everglades Protection 
District. Through this district 
EAA land owners imposed a 
tax on themselves to raise 
funds*for research and con- 
struction relating to Ever- 
glades restoration. In 1991, 
the legislature passed the 
Marjory Stoneman Douglas 
Everglades Protection Act. 

The Act directed the South 
Morida Water Management 
District to adopt an Ever- 
glades SWIM Plan that would 
incorporate the stormwater 
treatment facilities and on- 
farm regulatory program envi- 
sioned in the settlement. The 
EAA farmers supported the 
establishment of both the 
Everglades Protectioh District 
and the Best Management 
Practices regulatory program; 
however, they challenged the 
remainder of the Everglades 
SWIM plan which the District 
attempted to adopted in March 
1992. 

With the SWIM plan official- 
ly challenged it soon became 
clear that the administrative 


hearing process would take 
years and consume millions of 
dollars, just as the federal law- 
suit had. before it, with no 


progress being made on 


improving the Everglades. So, 2 
by the end of 1992 the govern- *:

Hidden damage from physical trauma

It's a rare life that hasn't 
been punctuated by a traumat- 
ic brush (or collision) with real- 
ity. Although accidents may be 
unavoidable, much of the long 
term physical damage and suf- 
fering may be avoided with 
chiropractic care.

^ Most accidents are minor 
and chiropractic care should be .

“Why?", you might ask, "If it's 
minor, what's thé big dèal?”. 
The answer is that too often 
severe health problems first 
begin as a little fall, whiplash, 
bump, or shake-up that may 
have caused some pain initial- 
ly, but was later forgotten. ` 
Many times chiropractic 
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patients have discovered that 
the cause of their present com- 
plaints was a childhood fall or 
even birth trauma. There may 
have been no broken bones or 
serious bleeding, but there was 
spinal misalignment that was 
never corrected.

doctor may have checked them;

These people have been told 
that there is nothing more that 
can be done and they will just 
have to learn to live with their 
problems... It is an unfortunate 
fact that many of the victims of 
auto accidents never fully 
recover under medical (includ- 
ing orthopedic) care. There is 
still pain, disability, and other 
ponstant reminders that they 
were hurt and haven't fully 
healed.

Rice industry and con- 
sumers reap benefits of 
adding silicon in soils  : 


Belle Glade--- Instead of 
using expensive pesticides to 
control crop diseases, South 
Florida rice growers can save 
thousands of dollars in produc- 
tion costs and boost yields sim- 
ply by adding silicon to soil. 

The change means, among 
other things, better quality rice 
for consumers worldwide. 

Tests by researchers at the 
University of Florida's 
Institute of Food and 
Agricultural Sciences show 
that increasing soil levels of sil- 
icon for rice controls several 
diseases and increases yields at 
the same time. 

"Silicon is far more effective 
than chemical fungicides 
alone,” said Lawrence Datnoff, 
plant pathologists at UF's 
Everglades Research and 
Education Center in Belle 
Glade. "When it comes to con- 
trolling diseases, no single reg- 
istered fungicide has such a 
broad spectrum of activity. 

He said the naturally-occur- 
ring soil element controls sev- 
eral major rice diseases such as 
sheath blight, grain discol- 
oration and rice blast-- diseases 
that usually require more than 
one fungicide to control. 

*Rice growers could save 
themselves more than a half- 
million dollars annually in 
fungicide costs by increasing 
silicons levels in the soil," 
Datnoff said. "We've also mea- 
sured yield increases ranging 
from 30 to 60 percent. Silicon 
also allows growers to produce 
rice in a more environmentally 
sound system, and the natural 
material provides consumers 
with a higher quality product." 

In Florida, where rice is 
grown mostly as a rational crop 
with sugarcane in the 
Everglades agriculture area, 
increasing silicon levels in the 
organic soil can help growers 
better manage the rate and 
number of applications of 
fungicides. The Florida 
research has major implica- 
tions for other rice production 
areas with similar soils‘such as 

# Africa, Asia, South America 
and the southeastern United 
States. A.staple food in many 
areas around the world, ricevis 

. grówn in 42 countries. The 
United States ranks tenth in 
world rice production. 

“In today’s competitive mar- 
ket, it is important to optimize 
inputs to boost yields. A silicon- 
enhancement system.can help 
rice growers do that," Datnoff 
said. "This practice could also 
benefit other parts of the world 
where rive is produced on low- 
silicon soils.or where practices 
lead to silicon depletion in 
soils." 

Silicon also can help control 
certain insects and may help 
plants utilize other nutrients 
such as phosphorus, allowing 
growers to better manage 
insecticides and fertilizers, 
Datnoff said. 


“If growers worldwide use 


this material on the appropri- 
ate soils, they cafi reduce their 
use of fungicides and affect 


| are going away. 
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environmental quality. It’s goof 
environmental stewardship to 
look for alternatives, consider- 
ing people’s concerns with the 
use of fungicides and other pes- 
ticides and their effects on land 
and water quality,"Datnoff 
sid. 

Much of the organic soi 
found in Florida’s rice produc- 
ing area south of Lake 
Okeechobee contains very 
small amounts of mineral mat- 
ter and silicon. To develop cul- 
tural and bioldgical methods 


for increasing diseases resis- ^ 


tance under Florida soil 'condi- 
tions, silicon studies in rige 
‘production were initiated av 
the Everglades research center 
and growers’ fields 1979. Now, 
Datnoff said, . cooperative. 
research at international agen- 
cies and universities in coun- 
tries such as Brazil and 
Colombia is beginning to show 
similar results. 

As part of the studies in 
Florida, Klaus Sengelmanz, 
vice-president and geheral 
manager of Sem-Chi Rice 
Products near Belle Glade, is 
using silicon on more'than 
16,000 acres of rice in South 
Florida. He said that without 
the addition of silicon in inte- 
grated pest management prac- 
tices, rice plants are more sug 
ceptible fungal infections and 
yields can be 30 percent lower. 

“The quality of the rice grain 
improves considerably, the 
milling of the grian improves 
and the grain is more white in 
color, Sengelmann said. 
"There is a definite market 
advantage for growers to apply 
Silicon, which provides y 
healthier plant and better 
grain appearance." 

Rice is planted in Florida in 
March, with the first harvest in 
July and the secónd cutting, or 
ratoon, ending in November. 
With more than 20,000 acres in 
Florida in rice production, 
Sengelmann said the acreage 
could double or triple as ne! 
federal farm bills could pro- 
vide a more competitive mar- 
ket, more incentives for grow- 
ers to produce and better prices 
for consumers. 

“In such a demanding mar- 
ketplace, Florida needs the 
best product possible to com- 
pete with other southern states 
alone," Sengelmann sai 
"Further research. on th.
